THE  COLLEGE  MACE 

The  mace  has  an  ancient  history  as  a  symbol  of  authority.  In  its  current  use  by  many  colleges  and  universities, 
the  mace  is  carried  before  the  president  in  academic  processions;  and  represents  the  authority  of  the 
institution. 

ACADEMIC  APPAREL 

The  gowns,  caps  and  hoods  that  distinguish  academic  processions  represent  an  ancient  tradition.  The  origin  of 
the  distinctive  gowns  has  been  traced  to  the  very  beginnings  of  European  universities  in  the  12'''  century.  The 
mortarboard  cap  first  came  to  use  in  16""  century  England,  and  the  legend  has  that  it  was  patterned  after  the 
quadrangular  shape  of  one  of  Oxford's  campuses. 

The  cut  of  the  academic  gown,  although  not  easily  distinguishable,  identifies  the  level  of  degree  held  by  the 
wearer.  The  bachelor's  gown  has  long,  pointed  sleeves  and  two  pleats  on  either  side.  The  master's  gown  has  a 
long  cresentO-shaped  sleeve.  The  doctoral  gown  is  most  distinguished  by  full-length  velvet  panels  on  the  front 
and  velvet  bands  on  the  sleeves.  Some  doctoral  granting  institutions  have  incorporated  other  specific  design 
elements  into  their  gown  designs. 

The  colors  on  the  hood  can  usually  provide  information  about  a  scholar's  discipline.  The  color  of  the  velvet 
bands  on  each  hood  represents  the  discipline  of  the  wearer  and  the  lining  of  the  hood  usually  contains  the 
official  colors  of  the  school  that  awarded  the  degree. 

The  color  for  each  academic  field  include:  White  for  Arts,  Letters  and  Humanities;  Scarlet  for  Theology  and 
Divinity;  Drab  for  Business  Administration,  Commerce  and  Accounting;  Copper  for  Economics;  Light  Blue  for 
Education;  Brown  for  Fine  Arts;  Lemon  for  Library  Science;  Green  for  Medicine;  Silver  Gray  for  Oratory;  Dark 
Blue  for  Philosophy;  Sage  Green  for  Physical  Education;  Gold-Yellow  for  Science;  Citron  for  Social  Science  and 
Pink  for  Music.
